Nardi Wields His Axe

Councilor Frederick Nardi has moved that Benjamin 
Lockhart’s “tenure as president of this council be terminated 
at the adjournment of this meeting tonight, and that an 
election of a new president beheld at the next regular council 
meeting." 

Nardi’s move, pursuant to a bitter and divisive battle 
between council members, brought an attempt by Lockhart 
to rule the motion out of order but the motion stood. Councilur 
Paul Query raised a charter objection and the motion was 
tabled until the next regular meeting of the council on 
Mondav, June 16 . 


McDonald’s Sponsor Bicentennial Bulletin Board 


Approximately 300 people 
attended the regular Town 
Council meeting scheduled 
at 8 p.m., Monday, June 8, at 
the Junior High School. 
Springfield St. 

The 15 member council 
moved swiftly through 19 
items of a 24 item agenda 
before requesting that the 
item 22 on the agenda be 
placed before the council 
before item 20. 

Item 22 on the agenda was 
a resolution concerning the 
employment of Town 
Manager James D. West- 
man. 

Councilor Roy Benjamin 
offered a resolution to 
suspend Westman for 30 
days. Benjamin's resolution 
accused the town manager 
of failure to comply with 
directives of the council, 
violation of the town charter, 
violation of state law. not 
showing expertise in per¬ 
sonnel matters and not being 
a responsible administrator.

Nardi. Richard Theroux 
Cecelia Harrington and 
Joseph DellaGuistana. 

Councilors Roy Benjamin. 
Donald Rheault. Jane 
Giordano. Paul Query. 
Kenneth Barnes and Ben¬ 
iamin Lockhart, council 
president. voted for 
suspension. 

Preceding the regular 
council meeting. five 
residents appeared before 
the council during Citizens 
Speak Time. Andrew C. 
Gallano, 891 Main St., for¬ 
mer Charter Commission 
chairman, addressed the 
council on the merits of the 
Manager-Town Council form 
of government, indicating 
that "town managers will 
come and go’’; berated the 
council, as a whole, for their 
divisivness and reminded 
the legislators of the lengthy 
and costly procedure in¬ 
volved in switching to the 
present form of government. 
Gallano. also a former 
selectman, took a swipe at 
“constituents who tape all 
the council meetings and go 
running to Bill Putnam and 
Matty Ryan." 

Mrs. Raymond Wright. 17 
Federal Ave., suffering from 
laryngitis, asked permission 
for Town Clerk Edward 
Caba to read a statement by 
her. Lockhart. openly 
reluctant, ruled that Caba 
could read the statement “if 
he doesn't mind.” Caba read 
Mrs. Wright’s two-page 
statement praising West- 
man. 

Benjamin Czechlowski. 
331 Cooper St., was probably 
the most forceful speaker to 
address the council during 
Citizen Speak Time. Early in 
his speech, supporting 
Westman. Czechlowski 
firmly rebuked Lockhart for 
a statement the council 
president allegedly made to 
the press and reminded

selves and joined by present 
chorus members. 

In the ’60’s they became a 
regular event around the 
Christmas season (with or 
without a formal program 
presented to the public?: The 
Chorale members still have 
these at Christmas time. 

In the eari^Ws the first 
Advanced Wind Ensemble 
presented a Winter program 
with Howard Crotty as guest 
conductor and a successful 
effort was made to gather 
alumni from many shows 
and have them recreate 
their songs for each other 


and the public in attendance. 
An alumni dance band at this 
concert included five former 
band presidents among its 
members. 

Many years have seen an 
Alumni Band added to one of 
the Spring Concerts where 
former members would be 
asked to sit in with the high 
school band for a few 
numbers. 

A few years ago a special 
social hour was held that 
included a dance band and 
songs from former shows. 

For the past four years a 
number of former Agawam 
High Band members have 
helped to make possible a 
Summer Community Band 
that gives outdoor concerts 
at several locations in the 
town. 


Last June, a group of 
former show stars gathered 
for several rehearsals and 
presented an evening of 
memories as they sang and 
danced through some of the 
highlights of past musical 
productions. 

With this year’s 20th 
reunion of students from the 
new high, school building 
(older alumni are also most 
welcome) a concerted effort 
is being made to have a 
great turn-out of former 
music students at the dinner- 
dance being put on by the 
new “Friends of Agawam 
Music” group at Chez Josef 
on Friday, June 20. An 
alumni dance band will 
provide music for dancing, 
with some possible vocals by 
former chorus members 
during the dance portion.

Moreno Mocks 
Charges 

Dear Editor: 

Andrew C. Gallano has 
made charges against me, in 
his monthly ragsheet, as 
having initiated a disruptive 
petition against our present 
form of town government 
and also labeled me a 
vociferous opponent to the 
town charter. 

I feel I have a moral 
obligation to refute the lies, 
innuendos and ridicule 
Gallano is spreading. 

This isn’t the first time 
Gallano has fabricated a 
batch of lies to mislead the 
public into believing that 
certain people are out to 
harm the town. 

I firmly believe that if 
Gallano took an active part 
in our government, by 
reporting the truth of our 
actions, he would have to tell 
a far different story. The 
record shows that Gallano’s 
attempts to appear that he 
knows what is going on in our 
present governmental 
operations is his greatest 
disservice to the people of 
Agawam. Our council has 
held more than two hundred 
meetings, since the council 
was established, and 
Gallano’s attendance at 
council meetings has been 
less than five. How can he, 
therefore, imply that he can 
speak with authority or 
knowledge on what goes on 
at the council meetings? 

His source of information, 
primarily, is from his 
brother, the town treasurer. 

Why does Gallano have 
this maniacal fear of me? Is 
it because I have fought with 
fearless imagination in my 
crusading, if you will, for 
soundness against evil; for 
knowledge against 
ignorance, for honesty 
against dishonesty, for truth 
against falsehoods? 

Gallano is a fraud, per¬ 
petrating his usual attempts 
to divert attention from the 
issues by smearing op¬ 
ponents. What have my 
fortunes — good or bad — to 
do with the issue he is 
propounding? 

I have taken no part in the 
circulating of a petition (if 
one is being circulated) so 
why cloud the issue of the 
petition by labeling me a 
loser? Why didn’t Gallano 
speak on the merit of the 
petition, or its demerit, 
instead of making it appear 
as a scurrilous act by linking 
my name to it? 


He implies you, the people, 
are not too bright because he 
says you “sign petitions 
without giving due con¬ 
siderations to the purpose of 
the petitions.” This is a lack 
of respect of your in¬ 
telligence. More than that he 
says “it would do well for a 
signer to first determine who 
are the initiators of a 
petition.” This is a con¬ 
tradiction of his opening 
statement in his so-called 
“editorial” which states 
“the people’s right to 
petition for a change in their 
government is one that is 
provided for in the Con¬ 
stitution and the Agawam 
charter.” 

The Constitution and the 
town charter does not in any 
way state, or even suggest or 
imply to beware of who 
initiates a petition. It gives 
the people the right to 
petition. 

His “editorial” charges 
that I caused the delay of the 
building of the new Junior 
High School. This is typical 
of his fradulent actions. I 
was appointed to the high 
school and town complex 
Study Commission by the 
town meeting along with 
Superintendent of Schools, 
James C. Clark. Town 
Engineer Robert Hall, 
School Committee member 
Arthur Zaverella, Councilor 
Francis Colli, Finance 
Committee member 
Lawrence Andrews, Gerry 
Mason, Mrs. A. Deliso and 
others. All can attest to the 
fact it was Gallano who, 
when it appeared on town 
meeting floor that we had 
the two-thirds vote 
necessary to vote in the 
“Moreno Plan”, made the 
motion to commit our 
committee to further study. 
That was the only delay! 

Speaking of delays, why 
has Gallano delayed the 
building of the new section of 
elderly homes for over a 
year with more than 194 
applicants waiting for a roof 
over their heads? Why was 
his plan to build a grand hall 
so important when the 
money to build the hall could 
have added some 30 more 
homes for the elderly? 

Incidently, the delay 
caused by Gallano’s motion 
was used by Gallano to start 
a vicious campaign, 
smearing me personally, to 
influence the defeat of the 
“Moreno Plan”. It required 
a two-thirds vote and was 
defeated by three votes. 

The facts, Gallano, the 
facts, not rhetoric; you, as 


well as anyone who knows 
me, know that I am smart 
enough to know that it was 
not the form of government 
that I disagreed with, the 
charter is what I disagreed 
with. If you attended the 
council meetings you would 
discover for yourself the 
ineptness, the ambiguity, the 
contradictions embodied in 
that charter. 

The councilors now realize 
this and so does the town 
solicitor. Why not you? 

Gallano’s smear cam¬ 
paign against me stems 
from his fear that if the 
charter is exposed it will be 
found to be a miserable sad 
abortion. 

It is my fondest hope that 
Gallano will continue to 
abuse me instead of 
discussing the issues so that 
the full Gallano story can be 
exposed.

Says Citizens 
Deprived Of Rights 

Dear Editor: 

In spite of the fact that we, 
the people, petitioned the 
council for a public budget 
hearing, we were deprived of 
our legal rights. The law 
states "all interested per¬ 
sons shall be given an op¬ 
portunity to be heard for or 
against the proposed ex¬ 
penditures or any item 
thereof.” 

The public hearing was 
held but we, the people, were 
given under twenty minutes 
to review an $11.8 million 
budget. The budget was 
uncontested and rubber- 
stamped by the council. 

This has been the town 
manager’s third budget and 
all three have been sub¬ 
mitted long after the due 
date. Late budgets rob the 
council of the necessary time 
to give proper study, 
research, review, etc. of the 
items of budget. 

My opinion is the manager 
submits his budgets late so 
the council has to rubber- 
stamp his budgets. 

There were four people I 
know' of, who came to the 
hearing, who had planned to 
speak on the budgets but 
were denied their right 
because they arrived just 
several minutes after the 
meeting was rushed to a 
sudden close. 

Here’s to good govern¬ 
ment, may we get it soon.

Expensive Boondoggle 
• This week the legislature ratified a rip-off. 

The administration presented us with just 
about the most expensive plan possible for 
dealing with the state’s fiscal crisis, a plan 
that involves making Massachusetts tax¬ 
payers cough up about $100 million in interest 
payments in addition to all the other money 
which will have to be paid out over the next 
few years to creditors, employees, and 
welfare recipients. 

The Governor piled all the state’s back 
expenses and some future ones into a $500 
million deficiency budget coupled with a $450 
million bond issue, the first bonding the state 
has ever done to cover operating expenses. 

The main subject this week was the special 
five year tax package to pay for the interest 
and principal on these bonds. It went through 
many amendments and much haggling 
between the House and Senate, but emerged 
in this final form: $110 million per year to be 
raised from a 5 cent per pack increase in the 
cigarette tax. a 1 cent per gallon increase in 
the gasoline tax. a 3 per cent increase in the 
meals tax. and a 20 per cent surcharge on 
liquor taxes. 

Early in the week, the lax package was 
defeated by a coalition of practically all the 
Republicans and many Democrats. By the 
end of the week, following an orgy of arm 
twisting and favor granting which will sub¬ 
stantially add to the cost of the whole exer¬ 
cise, many Democrats had fallen away from 
their opposition, and the package was passed. 

And then the bonding and budget package 
for which the taxes are to pay received initial 
approval in the House. 

But any bonding requires a two thirds vote 
on final enactment, and the 141-93 votes on the 
early rounds fell 15 votes short of that. It 
remains to be seen whether further per¬ 
suasive efforts over the weekend by the 


Governor and his legislative leadership can 
switch the required votes, but their record of 
producing switch-hitters has been impressive 
so far. 

I am against this whole package for several 
reasons. The main one is that I think it is 
ridiculous to stick us taxpayers with an un¬ 
necessary bill for S 100 million worth of in¬ 
terest. 

The Governor loaded all these expenses, 
some half billion, into a deficiency budget for 
Fiscal 1975. Figures from the Treasurer’s 
office show that actually we are only about 
$76 million short of the amount needed to get 
through June 30th when the fiscal year ends, 
and much of that could be deferred. The rules 
require that all money appropriated in one 
fiscal year must be paid for by revenues 
arranged for in that same fiscal year. So in 
order to put all those expenses in a 1975 
deficiency the money had to be arranged, and 
the only way left was bonding paid for by the 
new taxes. 

Of course, all those debts have to be paid 
some time, but by waiting until July 1st. the 
Commonwealth could borrow' with routine 
revenue anticipation notes at per cent 
interest rather than the minimum of 6lfe per 
cent required for the big long term bond 
issue. 

The real problem is that the Governor has 
dragged his feet and hasn’t produced a 
budget for this new fiscal year that begins 
July 1st. We need that budget to get an overall 
picture of what we owe and how much money 
we have to raise, what combination of cuts 
and taxes are needed to balance the state’s 
books. 

Bv sticking us with this unnecessary in¬ 
terest cost the Governor would make his 
Fiscal 1976 deficit look smaller, but his 
piecemeal approach would prove in the end to 
have been much more expensive for all of us.

Superintendent of Schools, 
Dr. Robert Gardner and 
School Committee Chair¬ 
person, Roberta Doering 
presented Miss Meadon with 
a Paul Revere Bowl, sym¬ 
bolic of an Agawam prin¬ 
cipal’s retirement. 

The many guests at the 
reception included James 
Clark, former superin¬ 
tendent of schools: Mary 
Lynch, former Robinson 
Park principal; and William 
Deforge, 85, a past custodian 
of the school. 

Born and raised in 
Westfield, Miss Meadon first 
began teaching in 1935. “I 
remember my first job was a 
one room school house in 
Heath, Mass.”, Miss Meadon 
said.

Miss Meadon entered the 
Agawam school system in 
1941 as a teacher at Faolin 
Pierce School in Feeding 
Hills. The principal of the 
school was Miss Faolin 
Pierce. Mr. Benjamin 
Phelps served as Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools. 

Upon the death of Miss 
Pierce in 1953, Miss Meadon 
became principal of the 
school for the next ten years. 
She took the Robinson Park 
principalship in 1963, 
making her total years in 
Agawam's school system, 
thirty-four. 

“I retired while I still love 
it,” explained Miss Meadon. 
"I thought after 40 years I've 
given my best to education.” 

Looking back over her four 
decades of distinguished 
service. Miss Meadown feels 
the • rewards of her 
profession have been en¬ 
dless. 

“I feel very happy to see 
the children I’ve taught 
attend college or make 
something out of their lives. 
Children have not changed in 
40 years," Miss Meadon 
said. “They need love, un¬ 
derstanding and someone to 
listen to them. Maybe in this 
fast world we have today 
someone has to listen to 
them," she added. 

Commenting on the 
educational process since 
her early days as a teacher, 
the principal believes the 
major changes over the 
years have been the 
material and knowledge 
available to both teacher and 
student.

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Could you save someone’s life if you had to? 

For the untrained onlooker, there is no greater 
source of anguish than to he present when some¬ 
one has been badly injured—perhaps not breath¬ 
ing or bleeding to death or severely burned— 
and nor know what to do to help in the minutes 
before life finally passes from the injured person. 

Most of us instinctively want to help those 
who arc in trouble. The impulse of mercy, some¬ 
one once said, is as old as the human heart. But 
the point is, could we help if we suddenly came 
face-to-face with tragedy? With a neighbor’s child 
unconscious and not breathing in the swimming 
pool? With a traffic accident victim impaled on 
a shattered windshield? 

Such accidents happen every day, along with 
scratches and cuts from peeling potatoes or per¬ 
forming dozens of other household chores. Many 
mishaps could be prevented if the hazards that 
might cause them were removed. 

The untrained onlooker can escape anguish 
and be prepared to help in such situations, if he 
or she wonts to. That’s where the American Red 
Cross comes in. Red Cross chapters throughout 
the country offer first aid instruction in a variety 
of methods, including films, lectures, and practice 
sessions. There is even a basic course written on 
a fifth-grade reading level. And there are mate¬ 
rials prepared in Spanish. 

With first aid knowledge, not only can you 
help the injured, but you will also find yourself 
alert to hazards around your own home and be 
able to rectify them before a serious accident 
happens. 

Red Cross officials illustrate the value of first 
aid training with a story from their files in Wash¬ 
ington. A woman traveling a busy highway came 
upon an automobile accident involving several 


cars, which had happened minutes before. She 
stopped to give aid and found that one victim, 
severely injured in the lower chest and stomach, 
was bleeding profusely. She knew from her first 
aid training that if it is impossible to stem the 
flow of blood from an artery, the quickest way 
to stop severe bleeding is to apply direct pressure 
on the wound itself. In this case, the injury was 
so serious that she pressed her hand into the 
wound to stop the bleeding. 

She pressed her hand into the wound. 

Extreme? Yes, but the person lived. If you 
had been at the scene of that accident, would 
you have been forced to stand by helplessly? 

The woman was given the Red Cross Certifi¬ 
cate of Merit for using her Red Cross training 
to save a life. Her story is only one of thousands 
in Red Cross files, but there are thousands of 
lifesaving acts that are unreported. There are also 
many potential accidents that never happen be¬ 
cause people trained in first aid became aware of 
hazards and eliminated them before they could 
cause trouble. 

Since 1910, the American Red Cross has is¬ 
sued 91,255,425 certificates to persons complet¬ 
ing first aid, water safety, and small craft safety 
courses. The training offered by local Red Cross 
chapters will enable you to help yourself and your 
loved ones. And someday, if you ever find your¬ 
self confronted with a life-or-death situation, you 
won’t have to stand around helplessly. You’ll 
know what to do.
